physicians had reported to the Board 
of Health up to noon to-day. Some are 
indifferent to the importance of the re- 
porting. Others are too busy attending 
the sick, while one at least ia known to 
be in open defiance of the Board of 
Health, having never reported a case, 
and claims that the prevailing disease 
ia not yellow fever. 
The death-rate, 


however, will equal, if not exccod,_ that 
of yesterday, when seventy-eight inter- 
ments were reported. Up to noon to- 
day the undertakers report fifty-six 
yellow-fever interments. 


Fathom Bokel and Meagher arc dead.

I'hysicians report that the Cover is 


prevailing to an alarming extent among 
the colored people, many of whom have 
had no medical attention for days, and 
a large increase in the mortuary report 
nrnv reasonably bo expected.

Dr. Greenville Dowcll, an cxperinccd 


physioian from Qalveston, Texas, ar- 
rived this evening and tendered his ser- 
vices to the Howard Association. The 
Association to-day received fourteen 
nurses from Shrcveport, six from Mar- 
shal), Texan, and nine from Mobile, Ala. 
Mnj. John C. MoCabc, Commissary, re- 
ports to the Citizen's Relief Committee 
that 25,000 rations have been issued to 
destitute people from August 10th to 
the 30th inclusive. The demand is 
constantly increasing, 4,500 rations be- 
ing issued to-day. The supjily on hand 
is sufficient to last not longer than the 
4th prox. In view of this state of 
things the following appeal is made: 


"The unprenedcntcd spread and fa- 


tality of yellow fever causihg an entire 
suspension of business, has loft thou- 
sands of poor people in the city who are 
detititntc of means of subsistence, and 
unablo to procure work, A largo por- 
tion of these arc now sick, and the num- 
ber constantly increasiny. Much as the 
committuc'dislikc to ask aid again from 
the charitable abroad, who have so gen- 
erously responded to former colls, ne- 
cessity and humanity compel them to 
request further and prompt assistance." 


CAIBO, ILL., August 30.—The Cairo 


Board of Health last night took another 
turn at modifying the quarantine regu- 
lations at this place. It resolved to 
allow the resumption of through passen- 
ger trains on the New Orleans, St Louis 
and Chicago Railroad from New Orleans, 
on conditions similar to those imposed 
previous to their prohibition some time 
ago. It is regarded by a majority of 
our people as a very thin quarantine. 
The Board, however, appears to think 
that business and health must go hand- 
in-hand. The restrictions of most im- 
portance are that through passengers 
must pass through town in locked ears, 
not to be unlocked until they are three 
miles from the city.

2 o'clook yesterday afternoon has un- 
doubtedly craetod munj new oases of 
lever, but bow many it is impossible to 
state, owing to the fact that but two 
physicians had reported to the Board 
}f Health up to noon to-day. 
Some are 


indifferent to the importance of the re- 
porting. 
Others arc too busy attending 


the sick, while one at least ia known to 
be in open defiance of the Board of 
Health, having never reported a case, 
and claims that the prevailing disease 
ia not yellow fever. 
The death-rate, 


however, will equal, if not exceed, that 
of yesterday, when seventy-eight inter- 
ments were reported. Up to noon to- 
day the undertakers report fifty-six 
yellow-fever interments. 


Fathom Bokel and Meagher are dead. 


Two Fathers and two Brothers at the 
Franciscan Monastery are down; also 
Rev. Dr. Thomas, pastor of the Free 
German Protestant Church. 


Physicians report that the fover is 


prevailing to an alarming extent among 
the colored people, many of whom have 
had no medical attention for days, and 
u large increase in the mortuary report 
nrnv reasonably bo expected. 


the Evrning Herald suspended to-day. 
A special to the Lnlger, from Browns- 


ville, Tenn., reports a case of yellow fo- 
ver there — Miss Sallie Sullivan, a refu- 
gee from Memphis. 


At the Board of Health oflico only 


seventy-two new oases were reported for 
the twenty-four hours ending at C p. m. 
This, however, does not exhibit the true 
stato of the epidemic for the day, as 
several physicians failed to report. For 
the same time undertakers report fifty- 
seven interments. 


Dr. Greenville Dowcll, an cxperinccd 


physician from Qalveston, Texas, ar- 
rived this evening and tendered his ser- 
vices to the Howard Association. The 
Association to-day received fourteen 
nurses from Shrcveport, six from Mar- 
shall, Texas, and nine from Mobile, Ala. 
Maj. John C. MoCabc, Commissary, re- 
ports to the Citizen's Relief Committee 
that 25,000 rations have been issued to : 
destitute people from August 10th to 
the 30th inclusive. The demand in 
constantly increasing, 4,500 rations be- 
ing issued to-day. The supply on hand 
is sufficient to last not longer than the 
4th prox. In view of this state of 
things the following appeal is made : 


"The unprecedented spread and fa- 


tality of yellow foyer causihg an entire 
suspension of business, has loft thou- 
sands of poor people in theeitywhoare 
destitntc of means of subsistence, and 
unablo to procure work, A largo por- 
tion of these arc now sick, and the num- 
}cr constantly increasiny. Much aa the 
committec'dislikc to ask aid again from 
the charitable abroad, who have so gen- 
erously responded to former calls, ne- 
cessity and humanity compel them to 
request further and prompt assistance."
